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Manner of McAlinden 
death not yet known 


SEASIDE — Drowning has been 
listed as the cause of death for res- 
ident Robert McAlinden, but the 
manner is not yet known, police said 
Wednesday. : 

The body of McAlinden, 21, was 
found in the surf by a visitor to the 
Gearhart beach south of the 10th 
Street Access on Saturday evening. 
He had last been seen in the early 
morning hours of March 25, when 
on foot he left the scene of a party 
in the 400 block of 11th Avenue. 
His family reported him missing 
March 27. 


A search, distribution of fliers 
with his description and news stories 
about his disappearance failed to 
yield clues to his whereabouts. His 
body was found in heavy surf along 
a fairly well-traveled beach and had 
not been ashore long, said Sgt. Steve 
Barnett, a detective with the Sea- 
side Police Department. 

No overt indicators of foul play or 
suspicious injuries were apparent, 
Barnett said. An autopsy was con- 
ducted Monday by the state medical 
examiner's office. 

Results of toxicology tests have 


not yet been released. 

The cause of death has been list- 
ed as drowning. An investigation 
continues regarding the manner of 
death, such as whether it was acci- 
dental. 

“How he got in the ocean, I don’t 
know,” Barnett said. 

McAlinden had been working for 
Mount Hood Beverages in Warren- 
ton and attending Clatsop Commu- 
nity College.

Harold Bostwick Wilde was born October 16, 1912 in 


Huntsville, in charge of man 

Wilde was recalled to become Vice President of Wesix Electric Heater Company. 
There he was responsible for the manufacturing of highly specialized explosion 
proof heating equipment for naval vessels such as battleships, cruisers, the 
aircraft carrier Constellation and Nautilus class submarines, He was also 
responsible for manufacturing the heating controls for nuclear submarines and 
high wattage/voltage electrical equipment such as steamboilers and steam 
accumulators. In 1963, Mr. Wilde was elected Chairman of the Board and General 


Electric, Inc. He then capitalized a new corporation and 
principal owner of Harver Industries, Inc. with headquarters in San 
Rafael and Healdsburg, California. His company supplies commercial heating 
equipment and controls nationwide to bank buildings, hospitals, department 
stores, and like commercial structures and specialty heating devices to the 
airframe and wine industries. During this period, he and his wife Lenore also 
started Escotec Corporation. This corporation specialized in the manufacture of 
air movement controls and corkage and capping equipment for the wine and 
ical industries. From 1961 through 1982, Mr. Wilde formed and 


supported this foundation through his business and his own personal efforts and 
contributions. His Wesix Foundation’s primary mission was medically oriented. 
It financed such studies as sickle cell anemia at the University of South Carolina 
Medical School, induced carcinoma at Florida State University, black lung 
disease at St. Bonaventure University, physiological effect of air unipolar 
ionization at University of California, and funded a fellowship in graduate study 
of electrical engineering at Stanford. In 1982, it financed costs of labor and 
materials to remodel the ICU/CCU at the Seaside General Hospital. In 1981, the 
Wildes sold their home in Tiburon, California and semi retired in Gearhart, 
Oregon where they continued to operate their Escotec Corporation. After moving 
to the North Oregon Coast, Mr. Wilde was involved in numerous community 
projects and activities. He was the Chairman of the Board and Chief Executive 
Officer of the Lewis and Clark Historical Pageant, Inc. The Seaside Hospital 
Foundation, Inc.'s Fall 1989 newsletter states that Mr. Wilde was the leading force 
to establish that foundation and to raise funds to maintain and improve the 
Programs and services at the Seaside General Hospital. He was one of the 
primary driving forces in the creation of the foundation in August of 1986. 
Working with staff from the Sisters of Providence Corporation in Seattle and co- 
founding members Robert Moberg and Al Vernon, Mr. Wilde wrote the Articles 
of Incorporation and By-laws which would govern the operations of the 
separately incorporated foundation within the Sisters of Providence Health Care 
System. Mr. Wilde became further involved with the Seaside General Hospital, 
first as a volunteer director for the Development and Community Relations and 
then as a convener of a newly formed community advisory board, Mr. Wilde was 
a member of the Seaside and Astoria Rotary Clubs. Mr. Wilde also became 
associated with the Columbia River Maritime Museum as a development 
volunteer and assisted in the creation and initiation of the planned giving 
Program for the Museum. He has served as a Trustee of the Columbia River
